THE. DEATH-PLA&OE | oF! 
“PILATE. ; 
A legend is popular among the people of 
Vi ienna, , says the “ Journal ofan Antiquary,” 
concerning the, death, of Pontius Pilate. 
e story is of a strange. gbsracter, and 
throws a wild and pleasing interest oyer the 
locality which .commemorates the . event, 
Not far from. Vienna. is.situated-a small Ro- 
man tower; it® walls are built square, and 
rise to an unusaal height. Its latticé work 
oveffooks tha waters of the river; and the 
lofty shadows of its exterior envelope the 
shining flood winding at its base with per- 
petual gloom, and seem, to form an addition-. 
al feature ofunelancholy, fromthe character 
of the deed which, is presumed to have baen 
enacted there. The place is called the “Tour
